J. Will Halton, the Pacific 
Coast 


manager, of the Sperry £ Hutchinson 
stamp trading association, said to-day 
that the 
ordinance now before 
the 


Council would :be clearly Illegal if pass- 
ed and would be carried to The Su- 
preme Court by his company. 


"We have 
thorougfirly tested 
our 


standing in several courts," said .Mr. 
Halton to-day, "and our system of do- 
ing business has been copyrighted and 
the Librarian o£ Congress is surely'riot 
going to copyright anything- that -is il- 
legal. The proposition is not clearly un- 
derstood and the fact that there are 
250 merchants in this town under con- 
tract to us is- proof that our concern is 
a legitimate one. We are "merely do- 
ing in a large way What'every individ- 
ual merchant is doing on a small scale. 
All are giving bonuses of some kind 
and we are doing, it on such a system 
that permits us to purchase in larg-e 
quantities aind give "better1 returns fo-r 
the money than the merchants can 'do. 
We are established -in i« cities, and in 
Sam. Francisco, -Sacramento, San. Jose 
amd many other Coast'cities.. Our-con- 
cern competes with .-no one, because we 
sell nothing-. We" are .simply to ,tlw mer- 


chants what g. clearing house is to the 
banks. We exchange stamps for goods 
and .collect a commission for doing so. 
We have rented a store on Washington 
street for a year and are preparing- for 
a large business." 


Mr. Hal ton produced official copies of 


a letter from Secretary Gage in which 
It is stated that trading stamps are 
not illegal. Following is the letter sent 
by the Commissioner o£ Internal Rev- 
.enue.to the New York Trade Review: . 
"Sir: Your letter, with enclosures has 


been received, calling attention to the 
scheme o-f tho Newark Trading- Stamp 
Company, in issuing stamps, and. also to 
that of the Merchants' Inter-State JJ!s- 
cour.t League, In issuing 'discount certifi- 
cates,' these trading stamps and- certiil- 
cates being redeemtLble in merchandise 
and not being made payable in money. 
You express the belief that 'the schemes 
are %'iolaiive of law, section 35S3 of tlie 
Revised Statutes of the United States, 
and section 19 of the act approved Febru- 
ary S, 1875.' This opinion appeura to Ue 
erroneous, in view of the decision o1!' the 
Supreme Court, in Hollister, collector, vs. 
Zlon's Co-operative Mercantile Institu- 
tion, m U. S. 62, that notes redeemable 
in merchandise only are not such notes 
'as are the subject of taxation, under the 
statute," (section 1J), act of February S, 
1637): and In view of the decision of Cha 
same court in TJn-ited States vs. Van Au- 
ken, 6 Otto 3OT, wherein'it was held that 
the issuance and use of notes of denomi- 
nations less than one dollar, redeemable 
in merchandise, and not in money, do not 
constitute a violation of section 35S3, He- 
vised Statutes." 


Commenting on the letter, t!ie Review 
says:

M. f . Keller—"While I do not give away 


bonuses or do other things to promote 
my business that other merchants eio, J 
am not going- to criticise. I believe every 
latitude possible within the law should 
be allowed to business men in their efforts 
to succeed. If we build .up a mercantile 
city on the plans that are in vojrr.e else- 
where, every Interest wiU be served. The 
largest stores an<3 n-.ost successful busi- 
ness houses are the guide posts of the 
success and growth of a city."
